None have the claim or right 
to prevent the titizens of Kanesville and its vicinity 
from going to tho said cottonwoods to get what wood 
and umber they choose, provided they go north of 
Counell Point bend. We consider that that timber 
land which is liable to overflow by the Missouri, and 
cannot be caltivated or inhabited, subject to the use 
and benefit of the public after going north of the 
above named bend. This was the understanding in 
the beginning, and it should remain 80. Those who 
have settled on the ta ble lands on the bottoms can ge 
to the cottonwoods and get all they need, but they 
have no right to prevent any one e Ise from doing the 
same : for the citizens of Kanesvill e have the origi- 
nal right and claim, and there should be an open 
lane or free passage to the cottonwoods, and not be 
obstructed by any fence. ,
